LIBRARY REPORT. 





The Board of Library Trustees hereby submit their Ninth Annual 
Report. 

At the beginning of the year the Board was organized by the 
choice of J. P. Newell as president and treasurer, and Mrs. Jennie 
I’. Center as librarian and secretary. 

The library room has been open every Saturday afternoon during 
the year, from three until five o’clock. 

As the school building in which the library had been kept for 
some years, was wanted for school purposes, we found it necessary 
to seek new quarters. Fortunately we found an unoccupied room 
in Mrs. Griffin’s house that would admirably answer our purpose. 
This room Mrs. Griftin, at considerable expense, kindly prepared for 
our occupancy. For the purpose of properly furnishing this room, 
money was solicited, and $45 75 was cheerfully given. 

The stove with its belongings was paid for from the annual appro- 
priation. The library was moved to the new quarters on the 18th 
of May, and now we have as neat and convenient a place for the 
safe-keeping of our library, as could be desired, and to the present 
time Mrs. Griffin has very generously given the use of the room free 
of rent. 

It is the policy of the trustees to purchase only such books as 
will prove both interesting and instructive, and while it is our 
endeavor to procure the best works of fiction, we think there should 
be added more largely than heretofore, works of history, biography 
and popular science. 

One hundred and fifty well arranged catalogues were printed and 
ready for distribution July 26. The preparation of the catalogue 
involved a great deal of labor, and this labor was all performed by 
our efficient librarian, without any compensation aside from her 
regular salary. 

Our free public library is the one thing in town in which our 
citizens are all alike interested, and we are glad to know that its 
privileges are appreciated and enjoyed more and more each passing 
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year. As the library is increasing in value from year to year 
we think it would be wise to place upon it a reasonable amount of 
insurance.
